To  the  Chairmen-and  Members  of  the  Constituent  Authorities. 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1938.  The 
report  is  drawn  up  in  conformity  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the 
Ministry’s  Circular  1728  of  October  25th,  1938. 

The  Combined  Area  comprises  six  Districts,  of  which  three  are  Urban 
and  three  Rural.  The  total  area  is  approximately  360  square  miles,  with 
an  estimated  mid-year  population  of  65,556  and  a  Rateable  Value  of 
;£357,942.  There  were  no  alterations  of  boundaries  of  any  of  the  Dis¬ 
tricts  during  the  year. 

Estimated  Mid-year  Population. 

The  estimated  poulation  at  the  middle  of  1937  was  65,556,  of  which 
13,396  were  in  Urban  and  52,160  in  Rural  Districts.  The  distribution  of 
the  population  among  the  various  Districts  at  the  Census  in  1931,  and 
the  R.G.’s  Estimated  mid-year  population  annually  since  the  Review

It  will  be  noted  that  the  above  are  Recorded  Death  Rates,  i.e.  after 
allowance  has  been  made  for  outward  and  inward  transferable  deaths, 
the  number  of  deaths  per  annum  from  all  causes  per  1,000  of  the  mean 
population  living  at  all  ages. 

The  Recorded  Death  Rate  is  of  value  for  comparing  the  mortality 
of  a  District  at  different  periods,  assuming  there  has  been  no  marked 
alteration  in  the  constitution  of  its  population.  It  is  of  no  value  in  com¬ 
paring  the  healthiness  or  otherwise  of  a  District  with  that  of  any  other 
District.  Since  age  and  sex  have  an  important  influence  on  the  recorded 
number  of  deaths,  it  is  necessary  to  eliminate  this  population  variable 
before  the  death  rates  of  different  Districts  or  Areas  can  properly  be 
compared.  This  can  be  done  by  the  application  of  a  correction  factor  to 
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the  Recorded  Death  Rate,  and  the  resultant  figure  is  the  Corrected  Death 
Rate,  i.e.  a  hypothetical  death  rate  which  would  have  been  recorded  in 
the  Area  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  its  population  had  been  the 
same  as  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  This  correction  has  been  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  above  Recorded  Death  Rates  and  the  Corrected  Death  Rates 
for  the  respective  Areas  are  given  below  : — 
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Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Sepsis  and  only  one  from  other 
puerperal  causes. 


Infant  Mortality. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Figure  is  an  expression  of  the  number  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  i,ooo  live  births. 


The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  several  districts,  and  for  England 
and  Wales,  for  the  past  seven  years  is  here  given  for  comparison  : —

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  generally  in  the  Districts  has 
been  very  low  during  the  year.  The  numbers  of  cases  of  the  several 
diseases  that  have  occurred  are  shown  in  the  tabular  statement  given 
below. 

The  only  disease  that  calls  for  special  observation  is  Acute  Polio¬ 
myelitis.  In  all  there  were  ten  cases  which  occurred  in  the  last  four 
months  of  the  year  and  concurrently  with  an  outbreak  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Oxford.  All  ten  cases  occurred  south  of  Oxford  and  were 
distributed  widely.  One  was  in  Henley  Borough,  two  in  the  Rural  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Henley  and  seven  in  the  Rural  District  of  Bullingdon.  With 
the  exception  of  two  cases  that  occurred  in  adjoining  houses  there  was 
no  environmental  association  and  no  two  children  affected  attended  the 
same  school.  A  point  of  interest  in  the  distribution  is  that  seven  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  parishes  adjacent  to  the  main  Henley — Oxford  road 
and  two  were  adjacent  to  the  main  London — Oxford  road.  This  asso¬ 
ciation  with  main  traffic  routes  may  of  course  have  been  merely  for¬ 
tuitous,  The  severity  of  the  type  varied  greatly  from  exceedingly  mild 
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attacks  which  presented  great  difficulty  in  diagnosis  to  the  rapidly  spread¬ 
ing  variety,  of  which  there  were  three  which  proved  fatal.  All  of  the 
cases  were  removed  either  to  General  Hospitals,  or  to  the  Wingfield- 
Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  Oxford. 

The  prevalence  of  notifiable  diseases  and  the  age  incidence  of  notified 
cases  in  the  Combined  Districts  are  summarised  in  the  following  Tables  ; 
further  details  will  be  found  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  several 
Districts.

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Arrangements  exist  in  all  Districts  for  all  Bacteriological  Examinations 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  have  proved  adequate  and  satisfactory ;  162  specimens  were 

examined  and  reported  on  during  the  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Staff 

Consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
who  is  also  Surveyor  and  superintends  the  Waterworks,  Sewage  Dis 
posal  Works,  Markets,  etc.

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The  Laboratory  facilities  and  the  Nursing  and  Hospital  Services  are 
as  previously  reported. 

Ambulance  Services. 

(1)  For  accident  and  non-infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance  has 
been  provided  for  the  Town  and  District. 

(2)  For  infectious  cases  a  motor  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Infec¬ 
tious  Diseases  Hospital  and  serves  both  the  Urban  District  of  Bicester 
and  the  Rural  District  of  Ploughley. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  public  water  supply  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year  and  bacteriologically  and  chemically  the  water  is  of  a  high  standard 
of  purity. 

The  supply  from  the  new  bore  is  of  excellent  quality,  but  the  maxi¬ 
mum  yield  per  hour  has  shown  a  steady  decline  and  has  fallen  much 
below  what  was  desired.  The  ascertaining  of  the  cause  for  this  is  a 
matter  for  the  Engineers,  and  if  mainly  attributable  to  silting  up  of  the 
bore  tube  with  sand  or  to  the  type  of  pumps  installed,  or  a  combination 
of  these  factors,  would  not  appear  to  be  beyond  remedy.  The  new  supply 
has  been  carried  to  the  R.A.F.  Station  at  Heyford. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Most  of  the  houses  in  the  town  are  con¬ 
nected  to  the  public  sewers.  The  Disposal  Works  are  situated  just 
within  the  Southern  border  of  the  District,  where  the  sewage  is  treated 
in  settling  tanks  and  disposed  of  by  irrigation. 

In  previous  reports  I  mentioned  that  a  number  of  houses  on  a  new 
private  housing  estate  were  not  connected  to  the  sewer,  the  sewer  being- 
too  superficial.  The  fears  that  I  expressed  that  the  existing-  arrange¬ 
ments  were  unlikely  to  prove  prmanently  satisfactory  have  been  realised, 
and  the  measures  that  can  be  adopted  to  remedy  the  matter  have  been 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council  and  the  owners  of  the  property. 

Closet  Accommodation.  Less  than  forty  closets  on  the  conservancy 
svstem  still  remain. 

Scavenging.  Scavenging  of  pail  closets  is  carried  out  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  employees  twice  weekly.  House  refuse  is  also  collected  in  the  town 
twice  weekly  and  disposed  of  by  tipping. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I, 
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Shops  Act,  ig34.  No  special  action  has  been  taken  under  this  Act 
during"  the  year. 

Smoke  abatement  has  not  called  for  any  special  action. 

Swimming  Bath.  A  swimming  bath,  constructed  on  the  Council’s 
property  by  private  enterprise  a  few  years  ago,  was  acquired  by  pur¬ 
chase  by  the  Council  in  1936.  The  bath  is  fed  by  a  spring,  the  water 
entering  over  a  weir,  and  there  is  a  slow  but  continuous  change  taking 
place.  The  bath  has  proved  very  popular  not  only  for  those  in  the  town 
but  in  the  surrounding  area  as  well. 

Eradication  of  Bed-hugs.  No  special  action  has  been  called  for  and 
no  Council  houses  are  reported  to  have  been  infested. 

Schools.  All  schools  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  public  mains 
and  all  are  provided  with  w.c.s  connected  to  the  sewers. 

HOUSING. 

The  statistics  for  the  year,  given  in  the  prescribed  form,  will  be 
found  in  Table  II. 

Activity  has  been  mainly  directed  towards  providing  the  new  houses 
required  to  accommodate  the  persons  displaced  by  the  Clearance  Orders 
which  are  operative,  and  for  cases  of  overcrowding,  Difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  getting  some  owners  to  discharge  their  duty  of  demolish¬ 
ing  houses  affected  by  these  orders. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  The  cowsheds  and  dairy  premises  in  the  District 
have  been  regularly  inspected.  There  are  five  retailers  on  the  Register. 

{h)  Meat,  etc.  Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  the  slaughter¬ 
houses,  etc.,  and  as  far  as  practicable  the  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered 
have  been  inspected.  There  were  five  seizures  of  unsound  food  during 
the  year  (voluntary  surrender).

Hospitals. 

(a)  Fever.  Infectious  cases  are,  where  necessary,  removed  to  the 
‘  Smith  ’  Isolation  Hospital,  the  Borough  Council  being  a  Constituent 
Authority  in  the  Combination  owning  the  Hospital. 

(b)  Other  Hospital  arrangements .  There  have  been  no  alterations  or 
developments  in  these  services. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  town  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Henley  Water  Com¬ 
pany.  The  supply  is  constant,  abundant  and  of  good  quality.  The  water 
is  obtained  from  two  bores,  one  in  the  town  and  another  of  recent  con¬ 
struction  in  the  Parish  of  Shiplake,  and  the  works  are  equipped  with  a 
modern  water-softening  plant.  The  supply  from  mains  extends  through¬ 
out  the  whole  town. 

The  Company  arranges  for  periodic  examination  to  be  made  of  the 
quality  of  the  water. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Most  of  the  drains  from  public  buildings 
and  private  dwellings  within  the  old  boundary  are  connected  to  the 
public  sewers,  but  this  does  not  apply  to  all  the  area  added  in  1932. 
The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Assenden  have  been  well  maintained  and 
sufficient  to  meet  the  demand  made  on  them. 

Closet  Accommodation.  The  water  carriage  system  extends  through¬ 
out  the  old  area  of  the  Borough. 

Scavenging.  The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  from 
all  houses.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  in  a  pit 
adjacent  to  the  Fair  Mile,  but  the  provision  for  this  is  limited  and  will 
soon  be  filled  up. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I  attached  to 
the  Report. 

Shops  Act,  1934.  Action  has  been  taken  where  necessary  and  where 
practicable. 

Smoke  Abatement.  No  occasion  has  arisen  in  which  action  has  been 
necessary. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  The  Corporation’s  riverside  bathing 
place  is  situated  outside  the  Borough. 

Eradication  of  Bed-bugs.  No'  special  action  has  been  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  infestation  of  private  premises  or  Council  houses. 
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Schools.  All  schools  are  provided  with  water  from  the  public  mains 
and  with  w.c.s.

The 
registered  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  Satisfactory  reports  have  been  received  on  the 
samples  of  graded  milk  submitted  for  examination. 

(b)  Meat,  etc.  Vdsits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  the  slaughter¬ 
houses,  etc.  No  seizures  of  unsound  food  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES,  ETC. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  has  been  very  low. 
The  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  imported  into  the  District.  That  of  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  was  one  of  a  number  of  cases  occurring  in  a  wide  area 
extending  north  and  involving  several  Districts.  The  case  was  of  the 
rapidly  spreading  type  and  terminated  fatally.

Public  Health  Staff 

Consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
who  is  also  Surveyor  and  Superintendent  of  the  Waterworks  Pumping 
Station  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Laboratory  facilities,  the  Ambulance  arrangements  and  the 
Nursing  and  Hospital  Services  are  as  previously  reported.  The  Council 
has  now  taken  over  the  administration  of  the  Ambulance  service. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  public  water  supply  has  been  well  maintained  throug^h- 
out  the  year.  The  supply  is  constant  and  of  good  quality.  The  water 
is  hard  and  contains  a  trace  of  iron,  for  the  removal  of  which  it  is 
passed  through  mechanical  filters.  The  plant  has  operated  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year  and  the  supply  of  water  has  been  ample  for  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  District.  Samples  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  town  has  a  system  of  sewers  to  which 
all  but  a  small  number  of  houses  are  connected.  The  construction  of  new 
disposal  works,  for  which  an  application  for  ;£io,ooo  had  been  sanc¬ 
tioned,  has  been  proceeded  with  during  the  year. 

The  public  sewers  do  not  extend  to  the  hamlet  of  Moreton,  which  is 
in  the  District. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  less  than  8o  pail  closets  in  the 
District. 

Scavenging.  Public  scavenging  of  house  refuse  takes  place  weekly. 
The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping.  Street  scavenging  takes  place  daily. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I.

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Staff. 

The  staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  D.  S.  Roderick,  and  two  additional  Inspectors,  Mr.  R.  H. 
Grayson  and  Mr.  E.  H.  Rosser. 
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The  Senior  Inspector  is  also  Building  Surveyor  and  Petroleum 
Inspector  and  Manager  of  the  Council’s  Housing  Estates,  and  has  on 
his  staff  a  Foreman  and  Clerk. 

Health  Services. 

The  laboratory  facilities,  ambulance  arrangements  and  the  nursing 
and  hospital  services  are  as  formerly  reported  ;  there  has  been  no  develop¬ 
ment  of  or  change  in  these  during  the  year. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  In  my  1934  Report  a  general  survey  of  the  water  supply  of 
the  Area  was  given. 

Except  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  supplied  from  exist¬ 
ing  mains,  the  circumstances  are,  in  essentials,  as  then  stated. 

During  the  year  a  supply  from  public  mains  was  laid  on  to  193 
houses,  in  most  instances  from  the  mains  of  the  Oxford  Corporation. 

Fifty-two  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  analysis,  30  wells 
have  been  cleaned  out  and  pollution  prevented. 

It  has  been  decided  to  proceed  with  the  scheme,  prepared  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers,  for  the  supply  of  the  area  lying  to  the 
N.E.  of  the  Statutory  Area  of  the  South  Oxfordshire  Water  Company, 
and  referred  to  in  my  Report  for  last  year.  No  further  progress  has  been 
made  during  the  year  and  the  matter  is  held  up  owing  to  inability  to 
agree  upon  the  purchase  price  of  a  piece  of  land  on  which  the  trial  bore 
was  to  be  sunk,  and  the  necessity  to  take  steps  for  compulsory  purchase. 

Watlington  and  Britwell.  In  my  Reports  for  1934  and  1935  I  dealt 
with  the  needs  of  these  parishes,  and  the  delay  in  providing  a  water 
supply,  at  some  length.  It  now  appears  that  after  the  Council  has 
agreed  to  ask  the  S.  Oxon  Water  Company  to  furnish  a  supply,  the 
Company  has  been  unable  to  raise  the  necessry  capital  sum  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  and  it  would  seem  that  a  public  supply  for  these  parishes  will 
depend  on  the  completion  of  the  scheme  referred  to  above. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  village  of  Littlemore  and  the  village  of 
Marston  and  a  part  of  the  Parish  of  Forest  Hill  adjacent  to  the  City  of 
Oxford  are  connected  to  the  Oxford  Corporation’s  sewers.  Considera¬ 
tion  is  being  given  to  a  further  action  to  meet  the  needs  of  develop¬ 
ment  in  the  latter  area. 

There  are  public  sewers  and  disposal  works  at  Watlington  and 
Wheatley.  After  passing  through  settling  tanks,  the  sewage  is  disposed 
of  by  broad  irrigation. 

Nothing  further  has  been  done  with  regard  to  the  sewering  of 
Sandford-on-Thames. 
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Closet  Accommodation.  In  Littlemore  and  Watlington,  and  that  part 
of  Forest  Hill  with  Shotover,  where  sewers  are  available,  a  considerable 
proportion  of  houses  have  water  closets.  In  Watlington  the  closets  are 
mainly  of  the  hand-llushed  type.  Apart  from  these  and  some  houses  in 
Wheatley,  and  the  larger  residences  in  the  area  and  smaller  houses  of 
modern  construction,  which  have  cesspools,  the  accommodation  generally 
is  on  the  conservancy  system. 

Scavenging.  Public  scavenging  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by 
contract  in  the  Parishes  of  Aston  Rowant,  Benson,  Chinnor,  Cuddesdon, 
Drayton  St.  Leonard,  Forest  Hill  (part),  Dorchester,  Ewelme,  Great 
Haseley,  Horspath,  Littlemore,  Marston,  Great  Milton,  Newington, 
Stanton  St.  John,  Tetsworth,  Watlington,  Warborough  and  Wheatley. 
The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  dumping.  At  Stadhampton  the  powers 
have  been  delegated  to  the  Parish  Council. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  1. 

Shops  Act,  ig34.‘  No  special  action  has  been  taken  in  the  Rural 
District  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement.  No  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year. 

Siviniming  Baths,  etc.  There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  area. 

Eradication  of  Bed-bugs.  No  special  action  has  been  necessary  and 
there  is  nothing  to  report  on  this  matter. 

Schools,  (i)  Water  Supply.  Of  the  39  Schools  in  the  District,  nine 
are  supplied  with  water  from  public  mains,  fifteen  from  wells  with  pump 
attached,  four  from  the  school-house  well,  one  with  rain  water  tank,  and 
ten  have  no  supply  on  the  premises,  but  water  is  carried  daily  from  an 
adjoining  source  of  supply. 

(ii)  Closet  Accommodation.  Seven  schools  are  provided  with  water 
closets,  twenty-nine  with  pail  closets  and  three  have  vault  closets. 

(iii)  Drainage.  Six  schools  are  connected  to  public  sewers,  thirteen 
drain  to  cesspools,  one  has  a  septic  tank  and  subsoil  disposal,  fifteen 
drain  to  subsoil  direct,  and  four  are  without  drainage. 

HOUSING. 

The  statistics  for  the  year,  given  in  the  prescribed  form,  will  be 
found  in  Table  H. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  the  Council’s  scheme  for  re-housing 
persons  who  will  be  displaced  by  demolition  of  unfit  houses  or  for  whom 
adequate  accommodation  is  required  to  abate  overcrowding.  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty-seven  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  District  by  the 
Oxford  Corporation  in  connection  with  their  Housing  Schemes. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  are  280  dairymen  (including  155  producers) 
on  the  Register.  Further  progress  has  been  made  in  effecting  improve¬ 
ments  of  structural  conditions  and  methods  of  production. 

(h)  Meat,  etc.  The  18  slaughterhouses  have  been  regularly  visited 
and  as  far  as  practicable  carcases  have  been  inspected.  Altogether  113 
seizures  (voluntary  surrenders)  of  unsound  meat  or  offal  were  made. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES,  ETC. 

The  general  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  has  been  agaia 
low. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Of  the  12  cases  notified,  seven  occurred  in  Littlemore. 
One  of  these  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease  on  discharge 
from  a  Convalescent  Home  outside  the  District. 

In  addition  10  other  cases  which  were  notified  as  Scarlet  Fever  were 
found  to  be  cases  of  other  illness. 

Diphtheria.  Seven  of  the  cases  occurred  in  an  outbreak  at  Horspath, 
where  it  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  presence  at  school  of  a  child  with 
an  infective  nasal  discharge. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis .  Seven  cases  occurred  in  an  outbreak  in  the 
last  four  months  of  the  year.  Two  cases  were  at  Adwell,  and  one  in 
each  of  the  parishes  of  Drayton  St.  Leonard,  Warborough,  Nuneham 
Courtenay,  Littlemore  and  Horspath.  With  the  exception  of  the  first 
two  cases  mentioned,  which  were  in  adjoining  houses,  there  was  no 
environmental  association,  nor  did  any  two  children  attend  the  same 
school.  All  the  cases  were  treated  either  at  the  Radcliff'e  Infirmary  or 
the  Wingfield-Morris  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oxford.  Two  of  the  cases 
proved  rapidly  fatal.  The  outbreak  is  referred  to  in  the  General  Section 
at  the  beginning. 

Cerehro-spinal  Fever.  Three  cases  that  were  notified  as  suff'erinp 
from  this  disease  recovered.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Staff. 

The  Staff  includes  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a  Chief  Sanitary  In¬ 
spector,  Mr.  Percy  Walton,  who  is  also  Building  Surveyor  and  Petroleum 
Inspector,  and  Mr.  N.  Huppler  and  Mr.  W.  Dyson,  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspectors, 
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The  system  of  carrying-  out  the  work  of  repair  and  upkeep  of  the 
Council’s  Housing-  Estates  by  the  Council’s  own  staff,  having  so  far  met 
with  success,  has  been  continued.  The  staff  and  work  are  supervised  by 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Services. 

The  laboratory  facilities,  ambulance  arrangements,  nursing  and  hos¬ 
pital  services  of  the  area  are  as  formerly  reported  ;  there  have  been  no 
developments  or  changes  in  these  services,  but  structural  improvement 
has  been  carried  out  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  as  formerly  detailed;  there 
has  been  no  important  development.  The  District  generally  is  now  well 
served  by  the  mains  of  the  various  water  undertakers  ;  the  public  mains 
have  now  been  extended  to  Russell’s  Water. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage .  The  sewering  of  certain  parts  of  the 
Parishes  of  Eye  and  Dunsden,  Harpsden  and  Kidmore  End  that  are 
adjacent  to  the  Caversham  area  of  Reading  C.B.  has  been  completed. 
By  agreement  the  sewage  will  be  received  into  the  Reading  sewers. 
There  are  no  sewers  in  other  parts  of  th  District.  The  provision  of 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Parish  of  Goring-  was  still 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Closet  Accommodation.  Apart  from  the  larger  residences  in  the  area, 
and  smaller  houses  of  modern  construction,  which  have  cesspools,  the 
accommodation  generally  is  on  the  conservancy  system.  New  houses 
built  in  the  sewered  area  adjoining  Reading  C.B.  will  be  provided  with 
water  closets. 

Scavenging.  A  service  of  public  scavenging  of  house  refuse  is  opera¬ 
tive  throughout  the  whole  District,  and  is  now  uniformly  weekly  in  all 
Parishes.  This  service  continues  to  give  general  satisfaction.  The  dis¬ 
posal  by  controlled  tipping  is  in  every  way  satisfactory. 

Scavenging  of  pail  closets  is  also  undertaken  in  a  part  of  the  area, 
and  the  Council  possesses  a  vidange  on  a  motor  chassis  by  which  cess¬ 
pool  emptying  is  effected. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I. 

Shops  Act,  igj4.  No  special  action  has  been  taken  under  this  Act 
in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement.  There  has  been  no  occasion  for  any  special  action 
or  measures. 
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Swimming  Baths,  etc.  There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the 
District. 

Eradication  of  Bed-hugs .  No  special  action  has  been  necessary  either 
in  relation  to  private  dwellings  or  Council  houses  in  the  area. 

Schools,  (i)  Water  Supply.  Of  24  schools,  20  are  supplied  with  water 
from  public  mains  and  two  from  piped  supplies  on  private  estates.  One 
school  is  supplied  by  well  and  pump,  and  one  by  rain  water  tank. 

(ii)  Closet  Accommodation.  Ten  schools  are  furnished  with  water 
closets,  twelve  with  pail  closets,  one  with  chemical  closet,  and  one  with 
a  vault  closet  (fixed  receptacle). 

(iii)  Drainage.  Eleven  schools  have  cesspool  drainage;  at  13  excreta 
is  disposed  of  by  burial.

(b)  Meat,  etc.  Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  slaughter¬ 
houses,  and  as  far  as  practicable  the  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered 
have  been  inspected.  Eleven  seizures  (voluntary  surrenders)  of  unsound 
meat  were  made.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Staff 

Consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  E.  F.  T.  Davis,  who  is  also  Building  and  Canal  Boat  Inspector, 
Petroleum  Inspector  and  Manager  of  the  Council’s  Housing  Estates, 
and  Mr.  G.  A.  Hudson,  Assistant  Inspector. 
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Services. 

The  Laboratory  facilities  and  the  Nursing-  and  Hospital  services  are 
as  formerly  described.  There  is  a  motor  ambulance  to  convey  cases  to 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water.  A  gfeneral  survey  of  the  water  supply  of  the  District  was 
g-iven  in  my  Report  for  1934,  apart  from  the  matters  referred  to  in 
the  following  year’s  Report,  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  new  or  improved  public  supplies  in,  inter  alia,  Fritwell, 
Charlton-on-Otmoor,  Bletchington,  and  Chesterton.  In  the  latter  parish 
the  scheme  for  furnishing  a  supply  from  the  Bicester  U.D.C.’s  Water¬ 
works  may  not  materialise  owing  to  diminution  in  the  yield  from  the 
bore.  An  extension  from  these  works  has  been  carried  to  the  R.A.F. 
Station  at  Heyford. 

The  supply  from  public  mains  has  been  laid  on  to  112  houses  during 
the  year,  and  84  samples  of  water  from  wells  have  been  submitted  for 
analysis. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  general  arrangements  existing  in  the 
District  are  as  formerly  reported. 

The  work  of  carrying  out  the  sewering  and  construction  of  sewage 
disposal  works  at  I  slip  has  been  completed. 

The  sewering  and  sewage  disposal  works  at  Launton  are  being  pro¬ 
ceeded  with. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  the  very  urgently 
necessary  sewering  of  Kidlington  owing  to  the  difficulties  which  had 
arisen  and  were  referred  to  in  the  Report  for  1937. 

Closet  Accommodation.  Except  at  the  relatively  small  number  of 
large  houses,  and  at  some  of  the  smaller  houses  of  modern  construction 
that  have  cesspools,  and  at  the  new  private  housing  estate  at  Kidlington, 
the  closet  accommodation  throughout  the  District  is  on  the  conservanc-y 
system. 

Scavenging.  There  is  public  scavenging  in  force  at  Chesterton, 
Fringford,  Fritwell,  Gosford  and  Water  Eaton,  Upper  Heyford,  Kid¬ 
lington,  Kirtlington,  Middleton  Stoney,  Mixbury,  Souldern,  Thrupp  and 
Yarnton. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  classified  statement  of  the 
number  of  premises  visited,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  Table  I. 

Shops  Act,  1934-  No  special  action  has  been  taken  in  the  Rural 
District  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement .  Complaints  are  still  made  of  the  nuisance  arising 
from  smoke  and  dust  emitted  from  the  Cement  Works  at  Shipton,  and 
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the  measures  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance  have  not  proved  entirely 
effective. 

Swimming  Baths,  etc.  There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the 
District,  but  many  people  avail  themselves  of  that  at  Bicester. 

Eradication  of  Bed-hugs .  No  special  action  has  been  called  for 
either  in  respect  to  private  dwellings  or  Council  houses  in  the  area. 

Schools,  (i)  Water  supply.  Of  31  schools  in  the  District,  six  are 
supplied  from  public  or  private  mains,  six  from  wells  with  pumps,  one 
from  a  well  without  pump,  and  18  have  no  supply  on  the  premises  but 
water  is  carried  from  an  adjacent  supply,  but  in  a  few  of  these  there  is 
rain  water  tank  supply  for  washing  purposes. 

(ii)  Closet  Accommodation.  Twenty-five  schools  are  furnished  with 
pail  closets  ;  six  have  vault  closets  (fixed  receptacles). 

HOUSING. 

The  statistics  for  the  year,  given  in  the  prescribed  form,  will  be 
found  in  Table  II. 

Most  of  the  repair  work  in  connection  with  defective  houses  has  been 
the  result  of  informal  action.  No  case  of  overcrowding  that  had  been 
abated  has  again  become  overcrowded  during  the  year. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  are  184  producers  and  92  retailers  on  the 
Register.  The  registered  premises  of  these  have  been  regularly  inspected, 
and  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  cleanliness  of  methods  of  pro¬ 
duction  as  well  as  in  the  structural  improvement  of  premises. 

(b)  Meat,  etc.  Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  the  15  slaughter¬ 
houses,  etc.,  and  as  far  as  practicable  the  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered 
have  been  inspected.  During  the  year  over  14  tons  of  unsound  meat 
and  offal  have  been  destroyed,  the  greater  part  of  this  being  at  the 
Bacon  Factory. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES,  ETC. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  has  been  very  low. 

Scarlet  Fever,  d’he  16  cases  notified  were  distributed  over  6  Parishes, 
the  largest  number,  6,  being  in  Kidlington. 

The  other  cases  notified  do  not  call  for  special  observation. 
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School  Closures. 

No  schools  were  closed  on  the  advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.
